SHOT POR HIS 


WILLIAM J. HARRIS WOUNDED 
WHILE TRYING TO AID GIRL. 

Punters Fruit Store at 106 North Clark 
Street and Demands Property Which 
Woman Says Has Been Taken by 
Michaele Varias Receives Three 
Bullet Wounds, His Aseallant Es- 
Through Skylight of Hotel 
Angry Crowd Threatens. 


While attempting to recover an umbrella 
and purse belonging to a young woman who 
was a stranger to him, William J. Harris, 
105 North Clark street, was shot and fatally 
wounded last night by Michaelo Varias, a 
waiter in a fruit and ice cream parlor at 
106 North Clark street. Varlas escaped after 
a long chase that led ovet several roofs. 
Harris was taken to the Passavant Memo- 
rial Hospital, where it was said it would be 
a miracle if he recovered. 

The shooting occurred at 11:45 o'clock. 
Harris, with a friend, William Bassett, 238 
Wells street, had been spending the evening 
in the neighborhood, and as they left a saloon, 
across the street from the ice cream stand, 
they heard a woman scream. Harris hur- 
ried across to the place, and met the woman 
as she was leaving the doorway. 

What is the matter?” asked Harris. 

That man in there has my umbrella and 
purse, and he won't give it to me,“ was the 
girl’s answer. 

Woll, I guess that I can get it for you. 
Walk up the street and wait for me,” he 
continued. 


Varlas Shoots His Accuser. 

Where is that umbrella and pocketbook 
that you robbed the girl of?’’ was his demand 
of Varias. Harris looked about the place and 
could not find it. 

Do you mean that I robbed the girl?” 
asked the Greek. 

“ That is exactly what I mean. 
heard me,” was Harris’ answer. 

Harris then started towards the counter, 
behind which Varlas was standing. As he 
did so Varlas cried: . 

“ Well, I've got the umbrella, and I'll get 
you, too.“ 

Drawing a revolver, he fired three times, all 
the shots taking effect. Two bullets entered 
the breast ind wne the abdomen. 

As s00n as Varlas saw the effect of the shots 
he ran to a rear door opening on Indiana 
street. A. J. Towne, 102 Clark street, who 
was in the entrance of the store at the time 
of the shooting, followed. Varlas ran east 
on Indiana street to Dearbornavenue. Then 
he turned north to the first alley running 
west.. Here Towne caught him by the arm. 
Varias, who is six feet tall and strong, threw 
Towne into the mud and hurried on to Clark 
etreet. ‘Then he turned north again and 
darted into a hallway at 11614 Clark street. 


Angry Crowd Threatens Fugitive. 
The East Chicago avenue police, with 


the place. A search failed to locate the 
man. Finally Detective Rime found te 


escaped through a skylight. 

In the meantime the news of the shoot- 
ing spread in the neighborhood, and a throng 
of probably. 100 persons gathered about the 
building where the Greek was seen to en- 
ter. In the crowd were many of Harris’ 
friemas, who shouted their intention of Iynch- 
ing Varlas H he could be found. Lieutenant 
Collins told the detectives that if the waiter 
could be found to take him down a rear way, 
as there would be danger to his life if the 
crowd should see him. 

When the place had been carefully searched 
Lieutenant Collins, with several detectives, 
started for the neighborhood of Polk and 
Clark streets, where Varlas lived. Varlas 
has been in Chicago for six years, coming to 
this city from Sparta, Greece. 


Never Saw Girl Before. C 
At the hospital Harris made a statement 
in which he said that he had never seen the 
girl he befriended previous to the time that 
he iw her leave the store. The girl has been 
seen to enter the store where Varlas was a 
waiter many times, and Harris thought that 
she and the Greek had been friends. She 
disappeared in the excitement last night, and 
could not be found. No one knew her by 
name. | 
In the St. Lawrence Hotel, where Harris 
has lived for the last six years, since coming 
from Pittsburg, Pa., the proprietor of the 
place, Henry Maley, saw the man enter the 
ice cream store, which is directly opposite 
the hotel, and saw the shots fired. He did 
not recognize Harris, whom he has known 
for many years. Harris is employed by the 
Chicago Fan company, Washington boule- 
vard and Clinton street.

BIG PLANTS CLOSE DOORS. 


HEAT RECORDS IN THE BIG CITIES. 
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New York, July 1.—[ Special. —Ninety-six 
persons dead and 250 prostrated is the fear - 
ful record of today’s heat. These are the vic- 
tims in Greater New York and its suburbs, 
and of those now in the hospitals it is feared 
scores cannot recover. 

Ihe death rate continues to increase. The 
long spell of hot weather, unbroken by even 


| a few hours of ordinary temperature, is 


weakening the people and so undermining 
the constitutions of sufferers from prostra- 
tions until they have no more vitality with 
which to resist the heat. . 


Official Temperature Is 98. 

The highest official temperature on rec- 
ord in New York since the organization of the 
weather bureau thirty years ago has been 
100° on the 7th of September, 1881. Today's 
highest temperature was just 2° hasan that 
figure. 

Other statistics of today’s heat are that it 
was the hottest da present year; sec- 
ond, that it wae hottest July 1 on record, 
and, third, that it came with 1° degree of 
touching the highest mark recorded of heat 
for any day in any entiramonth of July since 
the government weather bureau was or- 
ganized. At ten minutes after 3 o'clock this 
afternoon the official thermometer in the 
Weather office on the twentieth floor of the 
American Surety Building scored 98°, and 
that was the top notch of heat for the day, 
just a little less than 1° hotter than the 
greatest heat of Sunday. ; 


Thousands Sleep in Streets. 

As usual, the brunt of the suffering was 
borne by the poor on the East and West 
Sides of the town. The early morning scenes 
along Hester street and Division street and 
Delancey and Allen streets were interesting, 
but sad. 

Hundreds and hundreds of the poor in- 
habitants, unable to exist longer in their 
close, stifling quarters, brought their mat 
tresses from inside the houses and camped 
in the street. When the policemen on the 
beat along Hester and Division streets made 
their early rounds they had to take to the 
roadway, for it was impossible without step- 
gg on ant sleepers to walk the side- 


Tenement Dwellers Suffer. 
Whole families camped out, fathers anx- 
ious to keep their young together, mothers 
with crying babies, and children who were 
too exhausted to care where they slept. And 
while the street was blocked with these the 


| roofs of the tenements for blocks around 


were covered with others, and the fire 
escape landings were crowded with still | 


others, driven to the point of desperation 


to find rest and comfort.. 


Early in the day special arrangements 
were made for handling the large number of 
cases of prostration that everybody knew was 
certain to come. At Bellevue wards were set 
apart for this purpose, and the accommode- 
tions were such that thirty cases could be 
eared for simultaneously. In the afternoon 
the Sturgis Pavilion, a portion of the Belle- 
vue system, was set apart for heat cases. At 
Roosevelt Hospital, to make room for the ex- 


cessive number of new patients brought in by 
the ambulances, the accident patients were 


removed from the building and placed in 


shady spots on the lawn. 
The ambulance calis were 80 many ‘that 


meet the demand. The police patrol wagons 
were called upon to furnish an ann 


Service. 
Horses Die by Hundreds. 

The mortality among horses was vastly 
greater in proportion than among men. The 
Bergh society estimates that not less than 
250 horses died from tHe heat in the city 
between sunrise and sunset today. At the 
New York Veterinary Hospital nine doctors 
were kept busily employed all day, and they 
treated more than 180 horses «uffering from 


heat prostration. It was the ‘general verdict 


of veterinary surgeons that more horses 


many years ago. The fact is that the horses 
have been going through another epizootic 
siege of late, a sort of horse grip, with the 
result that many of them were in a low 
physical condition when the present burst 
of heat came, and they were Ill fortified to 
meet it. 

Ice deliveries were curtailed on account of 
the lack of horses, and even the making of 
artificial ice was retarded because the river 


water used was so hot.

Vigorou s war is to be waged against the 
toy pistol by the Police department between 
today and the Fourth of July. In his deter- 
mination to prevent as far as possible a 
repetition of last year’s fatalities from lock- 
jaw, Mayor Harrison instructed Chief of 
Police O'Neill yesterday to adopt radical 
methods for the suppression of the sale of 
toy pistols. As a result, the Police depart- 
ment received orders last night to arrest all 
dealers guilty of selling toy pistols. The 
order was transmitted by Chief O'Neill to 
the Inspectors, and by them to every sta- 
tion in the city.: . 

Chief O'Neill demands a rigid enforcement 
of this order, and the dealer who persists in 
selling toy pistols for the sake of the paltry 
profits they confer will run a fine chance of 
paying a heavy fine. . Prosecution will be 
made under the city ordinance forbidding 
the sale of toy pistols, and there will be no 
difficulty in the city securing a conviction. 

Mayor Harrison’s activity in the matter 
gained considerable impetus during the day 
when he was informed that toy pistols were 
being sold within 500 feet of his residence. 

“ If my boy tries to play with a toy pistol,” 
said the Mayor, he will get a thorough 
warming from me, and every parent should 
do the same to his children,”’

The attempt of the Health department to re- 
strict Fourth of July tetanus or lockjaw by secur- 
ing the confiscation: and destruction of the toy 
pistol having failed, it remains for the police to 
carry out to the letter the order for the arrest 
of any one firing the murderous little machine. 
There were twenty-nine deaths from toy-pistol 
lockjaw last year in Chicago, the first occurring 
on June 29 and the last on July 14. Have parents 
no responsibility in this matter? 


Police Force Not Large Enough. 

„I'm asked to do something further about 
this toy pistol business, said. Chief of Police 
O'Neill yesterday aftérnoon, “ and I intend 
to issue an order to my men on the subject. 
But it’s little I can do. Every one in the City 
of Chicago seems to have a different duty 
to demand of the police force. When I have 
answered a few of these demands I haven't 
enough patrolmen left to accomplish any- 
thing in watching small boys with fireworks. 


The cry of Police! almost haunts me in my’ 
dreams. How many policemen will Ihave t 


send out on keula beats on the Fourth of 
July? Hardly gM es to pull all the boxes 
once. 

It's little 4 my depattmént will do 
to prevent the small boy from shooting him- 
self. I intend to talk to the men and have 
everything done that is possible. But in the 
end it comes to the parent and the responsi- 
bility must rest there. If the parent ‘takes 
no interest in the matter who could do any- 
thing? THE TRIBUNE collected enough ev!i- 
dence last year to assure any reasonable per- 
son that toy pistols should not be tolerated. 
That ought to have more effect than any- 


thing the police can do.“ 


Treatment for Toy Pistol Wounds. 

Chief Medical Inspector Spalding of the 
Health department says that since dealers, 
parents, and children are disposed to take the 
risk of handling toy pistols, in spite of all 
warning, they should be protected as much 
as possible in their folly. 

“If people will handle dangerous weapons 
and sybject themselves to wounds,” he said, 
„they should at least know what to do for 
themselves when they have reaped the fruit 
of their folly. A wound from a toy pistol is 
always bad, and no matter how slight, should 
be attended to at once. It is not safe for un- 
skilled persons to try to dress a wound of 
this kind. A physician should be employed. 
The germ which causes lockjaw can be killed, 
and a wound from a toy pistol need not prove 
fatal. This is advice to the foolish. Advice 
to the wise would be to keep so far from toy 
pistols and other dangerous instruments as 
to avoid even a scratch.” 


Boy Celebrates with Revolver. 
Ernest Beauprie, 15 years old, held a pre- 
mature Fourth of July celebration yester- 
day. With a revolver in his hand, Ernest 
startied his boy friends by appearing among 
them and firing blank cartridges in the air. 
Ernest was a hero until a policeman arrived. 
Then his revolver was taken from him and 
he was locked up at the Maxwell Street Po- 
lice Station. The boy explained te Justice 
Sabath that he had been unable to wait the 
arrival of the glorious Fourth, but he prom- 
ised to check himself a few days longer and 
the magistrate permitted him to go.

They huddle 
together under a tree, and perhaps a whole 
flock is killed. It seems to be largely a mat- 
ter of physique and temperament. 
persons may be shocked, and what will kill 
one will searcely affect another. A zinc 
‘gheet in the position I understand that one 
yesterday was placed, was like a badly in- 
sulated lightning rod. It caught the flash 
and spread it out, and every boy in 
group seems to have got its force. 
‘Lightning follows no known law. Yes- 
terday it struck the power station chimney 
at Wrightwood avenue. It 
chimney with a metal pipe running down 
the side and damaged the one near it, that, 
according to theory, ought to have been the 
best conductor. It often happens that a 
flash will strike a poor conductor and never 
touch a good one close to it.

Swenie’s Own Experience. 

Former Fire Chief Denis J. Swenie also 
said he never had heard of so many fatali- 
ties from one flash. 

“IT have been struck myself, and I know 
how it feels,“ said the former Chief. 1 
was walking along at Michigan and North 
Clark streets a good many years ago. 
was Sunday night, and I thought the storm 
All at once I saw a flash. I 
didn’t feel anything. I have a distinct recol- 
lection of seeing the flash, but I didn’t know 
anything more until I recovered conscious- 
ness some time after. It was the strangest 
sensation I ever knew. 1 should have ex- 
pected to feel as if some one had hit me with 
a club, but I didn’t. 

“TI felt sick when I came to, and after I 
reached home I guess I acted kind of queer- 
ly. I didn’t tell what had happened, but 
mother came and took hold of my hand to 
ask me what was the matter. She dropped 
my hand mighty quick, for I was literally 
charged with electricity. 
after that, whenever a thunder-storm came 
on, I could feel it all over me. It made me 
uncomfortable.” 

In the last year there have been a number 
of fatalities resulting from lightning flashes 
in Chicago, but in every instance they have 
been single casualties. No records of such 
casualties are kept so as to be accessible. 
The fatal accidents have been so isolated 
that they have attracted little attention. 
City Electrician EMicott believes that the 
danger from lightning stroke in the city is 
far Jess than it is in the-country, owing to 
the more numerous conductors.

The heavy rain, Which played havoc with 


the track, making it a sea of mud and slush} 
an accident to Jockey Coburn while at the 
post in the first race, in which bis ankle was 
broken; the inability of Bullman to fill his 
engagements because of the shaking up he 
received in a natatorium on Sunday night; 
and the downfall. of Terminus and several 
other heavily played favorites put a damper 
on the sport at Washington Park yesterday. 

Everything appeared to go wrong.. The 
program of six races was made up of some 
of the best horses at the track, despite the 
fact there were no stake events, but the 
deluge took off the edge, Besides the unfor- 
tunate and unforeseen happenings a large 
number of the spectators thought the judges 
erred when they decided Ohnet a winner over 
Crocket in the third race. It appeared to 
those east of the judges’ stand as if Crocket 
passed first under the wire, but as the of- 
ficlals are on a direct line with the wire they 
are-in the best position to catch a nose and 
nose finish. It was a close decision, how- 
ever, and the backers of Crocket hissed the 
verdict and loudly called for Crocket’s num- 
ber. It is needless to state the numbers re- 
mained as first posted. 

The accident to Coburn occurred in a 
rather peculiar manner. While standing at 
the post on Emma C. L., Educate, with 
Knight up, wheeled suddenly and bumped 
against Coburn’s left leg, breaking two bones 
just above the ankle. Coburn fell from his 
mount in pain, was placed in a carriage and 
taken to the jockey-room, where a physician 


examined his injury. He was later removed 


to the Chicago Hospital, and will be unable. 
so the physician stated, to accept a mount 
in at least two months. The accident caused 
a delay of twenty minutes, while Ranch was 
being substituted. Coburn had been en- 
gaged to ride, besides Emma C. L., Terminus, 
Dodie 8., Bohul, and Seide. 


Rain Spoils Feature Races. 

The feature events on the were 
the fourth and fifth, but the heavy condition 
of the track robbed them of all interest.

Henry Bert kept 
close to the Lady's heels for over a half mile, 
when he retired in favor of Rolling Boer.

Confirmation from Cleveland. 
Cleveland, O., July 1.—The Leader says of 
the proposed coal combination: 
„ The Illinois Coal company, the Pittsburg 
Coal company, the Monongahela Coal com- 
pany, the Fairmount Coal company, the 
‘Hocking Coal company, and the Massilion 
Coal company are all to be collected into 
one big organization, the name of which has 
not been selected. All of these will be oper- 
ated from one general office, with, however, 
auxiliary offices in the immediate vicinity 
of the properties, and with one general lake 
‘shipping office in Cleveland.

YEAR’S SECRET SERVICE WORK. 


Chief Wilkie’s Department Has Had 
Less Serious Cases of Counter- 
feiting than Ever Before. 


Washington, D. C., July 1.—The annua! re- 
port of Chief Wilkie of the secret service di- 
vision, Treasury department, submitted to 
Secretary Gage today, indicated that this 
has been the most successful year in the his- 
‘tory of the division. During the twelve 
months ending on June 30, 1901, there were 
placed in circulation only four new counter- 
feit notes, against an average of about ten 
for each year during the preceding ten years. 
Only one of these new notes was at all 


unskilled workmanship. 

The total amount of counterfeit currency 
which came into the possession of the di- 
vision during the year amounted to $30,056, 
while $18,117 in counterfeit coin was con- 
fiscated. Coin counterfeiting decreased all 
over the country, except in New York City 
and vicinity, where there has been a gradual! 
increase in this class of crime, particularly 
cases in which genuine silver forms the basis 
of the imitations. 

The arrests for twelve months show a 
tetal of 504. Of these 410 were for manv- 
facturing, passing, and having in possession 
counterfeit coin. Of the persons arrested 
262 were convicted, 146 are awaiting the ac- 
tion of the courts, one is a fugitive from jus- 
tice, one committed suicide while awaiting 
trial, and fifty-five were acquitted. New 
York State leads the list with sixty cases, 
Illinois is second with fifty-four, Pennsy)- 
vania fifty-one, Missouri forty-seven, In- 
diana forty-four, Alabama twenty-five. The 
remaining. cases were scattered over the 
country.

The Baron, it 
may be remembered, was a great army con- 
tractor, who, having been indicted for frauds 
at the expense of the unfortunate soldiers 
during the war of 1870 in connection with 
the supplies furnished to the army, commit- 
ted suicide on the morning of the day set 
down for his trial, the presumption being 
that he was afraid to face his judges.

MR. LANDOR’S WORK ON CHINA 
HITS AT AMERICAN SOLDIERS. 


ys Our Men Were “Looters of the 
First Water,” and Makes Grave 
Charges Against General Chaffee— 
Work Is Marked by Personal Bias, 
but Also Makes Interesting Reading 
Author Holds Buddhist Priests Re- 
sponsible for Boxer Uprising. 


WO ponderous volumes are required by 
Henry Savage Landor in which to tell 
his story of China and the Allies” 
(Scribner). The book is too long by halt 
and it shows frequent traces of preju- 
dice. The author's praise for the Russians, in- 
troduced on every pretext, may be accounted 
for partly by the fact that a Russian General 
admitted him to the Chinese Imperia, Pal- 
ace after other nationalities had refused 
to allow him to accompany them. The au- 
thor’s persistent criticisms of General Chaf- 
fee seem to have a similar personal animus. 
His undisguised hatred of the Buddhist 
priests dates from the time when he was 
tortured in Thibet by the Lamas. Allowance 
must be made for individual bias on various 
topics, but when this is done there still re- 
mains much of permanent value and of 17 
interest. 
In these two volumes Mr. Landor has told 
the story of the taking of the Taku forts 
and of Tien Tsivp and of the rescue of the le- 
gations. He gives an excellent description 
of the Forbidden City, together with per- 
sonal observations about the Chinese, the 
missionaries, the soldiers, and their fighting 
and looting, the whole lavishly illustrated 
with photographs, many of which were taken 
on the firing line, and with a few of the au- 
thor’s water color sketches printed in colors. 
The narrative is sketched to an unconsciona- 
ble length by introducing historical matter 
that might better have been omitted, and 


by the Insertion of nine chapters about a 


visit to a Trappist monastery ten years ago. 
Yet one can overlook even these blemishes 
for the sake of the frank and straightforward 
narrative of stirring events which the book 
contains. | 

In spite of his violent prejudice agains 
the Buddhists, one is inclined to accept— 
at least to some extent—Mr. Landor’s theory 
that the Lamas in China were largely in- 
strumental in stirring up the Boxer disturb- 
ances. He says they did it for the same 
reason as that for which they keep all for- 
eigners out of Thibet—because of their ha- 
tred of enlightenment in any form. This is 
his account of certain tricks of the Buddhist 
monks: 

The kidnaping of children was invariably 
the first accusation brought against foreign- 
ers, and wherever riots occurred against 
‘white devils’ the instigators maliciously 
did away with a number of little unfortu- 


for their disappearance. The Buddhist 
monks, however, in the Boxer movement, 
had devised a slight variation in this detail. 
They hypnotized young boys and then at 
night left them in a state of catalepsy in 
some thoroughfare. When a sufficient crowd 
had collected around these insensible crea- 
tures the monks duly appeared and pointed 
out ‘the actual proofs of the evil doings of 
foreigners.’ The crowd having been worked 
into a state of frenzy, the boy, apparently 
dead, would be restored to life by the monks 
and the bystanders would be thus further 
convinced that, whatever deviltry foreign- 
ers might perpetrate, Buddhist monks had 
always the power to make things good. 
Missionaries probably will take issue with 
Mr. Landor’s remarks about the criminal 
error of dispatching to dangerous and lonely 
places in the interior of China, without pro- 
tection or assistance, young; inexperienced 
gitis, who have a most imperfect knowledge 
of the country,. The author says the mis- 
sionaries are keeping secret some of the de- 
tails of what happened, but that young un- 
married women were in the hands of the 
Chinese mob, one for seven days, another for 
a fortnight, before death came to release 
them from their awful maltreatment. Both 


given because, Mr. Landor says, the one who 
survived longest made a dying appeai that 
her name be not published in connection with 
her terrible fate. 

The one new feature of Mr. Landor’s book 
is the story of the defense of the Petang 
cathedral, the Catholic institution in Pekin, 
which stood a siege no less wonderful than 
that of the legations. Mr. Landor says his 
story comes from the lips of Bishop Favier 
himself. The Chinese breastworks were 
within four or five yards of those of the 
cathedral defenders, and the enemy threw 
hundreds of “ firepot ’’ bombs into the com- 

und. 

We were unable to get near and put them 
out before they exploded,“ says the Bishop, 
for the Chinese kept up a hot fire on us 
from all sides. This was a diabolical attempt 
to set our buildings on fire and drive us out to 
be massacred. An innumerable number of 
small gunpowder balls with fuses were 
thrown over our works of defense for several 
days, and the continuous explosions shat- 
tered most of our windows to pieces, setting 
fire here and there to our premises. 

More terrible in their effects were the iron 
rockets, thrown with great force by means 
of an ingenious contrivance. These rockets 
shot through the air at a terrific pace and 
pierced any wall better than a cannon ball. 
They, too, like the firepots, contained some 
inflammable matter.” 

Mr. Landor says the stories of Russian 
atrocities are purely malicious and non- 
sensical inventions.“ He describes a dis- 
gusting bit of cruelty ’’ which took place a 
few yards from 
a Chinaman, said to be a Boxer spy, was 
knocked about, punched, and kicked by 
American soldiers. At length a French sol- 
dier shot the Chinaman in the face. With 
his skull smashed, the man fell and lay still 
breathing and moaning, with a crowd of sol- 
diers around him, gloating over his suffer- 
ings. The same French soldier fired another 
shot at him as he lay, and then a Japanese 
soldier stamped on him. For nearly an hour 
the fellow lay in this dreadful condition, with 
hundreds of soldiers leaning over him to get 
a glimpse of his agony and going into roars 
of laughter as he made ghastly contortions 
in his delirium.’’ | 

The author says the officer of the camp 
made no attempt to stop this scene, though 
compleint was made to him. He adds that 
the episode was painful to most of the Amer- 
ican boys, who as a rule were extremely 


h 

The attitude of Mr. Landor toward General 
Chaffed is seen in his description of the way 
in whith the Americans failed to be the 
first in the Forbidden City: 

„The third and last gate had been fired 
upon, and guns brought close to the center 
doorway, which would have burst open after 
-another shot or two, and the Americans 
would have had the glory of being the first 
to capture the Forbidden City—a small re- 
ward for the loss of Reilly, and of the fifteen 
killed and wounded whom the Americans 
lost in the attack. And now, when victory 
was so near and so easy, these men heard 
from General Chaffee the cruel, the almost 
heart-breaking, order to ‘ cease firing,’ and 
at this culminating point the withdrawal of 
the troops was ordered. 

It seems that the Russian General had 
sent one of his aids to General Chaffee with a 
message, and that the latter received: the 
messenger in a manner and with words not 
usually employed by gentlemen in dealing 
with gentlemen. In these operations against 
the palace the Russians were to be reserves 
and supports. , 

On receiving such an extraordinary and 
uncalled for reply from the American Gen- 
eral the Russian immediately withdrew his 
men. Thereupon General Chaffee found him- 
self faced by a difficulty in making the final 
attack, and, lacking support, did not think 
himself justified in making the attempt. 
Moreover, it is stated that a message had 
been sent him from the legations to ‘ stop 
firing at the imperial city, as it might of- 
fend the Chinese.’ 

The fact remains that a day which, with 
a little More grit on the part of their Gen- 
eral, might have been notable in the history 
of American fighting—a day which will al- 
ways shine gloriously in the remembrance 
of those who saw how the brave American 
line officers and soldiers fought and how 
they nearly reaped a magnificent victory 
was spoilt within an ace of its crowning 
point by the lack of manners of one man.” 

This is a subject which must be settled by 
persons of more authority. than Mr. Lan- 
dor before the charge here made can de 
credited. It is given for what it may be 
worth, as is also the following sample of the 
author’s charges concerning looting:

The best chapters in Mr. Landor’s book are 
those in which he brings his artistic knowl- 
edge into play in describing the wonderful 
interior of the imperial palace. Among the 
other merits of the book is its evident succeas 
in steering clear of all prejudices except the 
numerous ones which are the personal prop- 
erty of the author. ’ 8
